Recently put on display at Itoe Clevelend Museum of Art Is a turquoise and 
cobalt blue Meaopotamian faience Jug of -Uie ninth century, The small squat receptacle 
without a pouring spout -wis luade in Samarra by applying the pigment to opaque white 
tin glaas before firing and then allowing It to run and fuse with tiae glaze ia a 
splash teohaique. 

This were along with quantities of other local ceramics found at Sasiari'a, a 
city of short duration built on the Tigris by the caliphs of Baghdad shows strong 
Chinese influence due to much Chinese iagwrtation. The thin boc^y and the opaque white 
glass of this Jug represent an attempt by the potter of Samarra to imitate Chinese 

porcelains ; 
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
